Oil Experts See 
Starvation Ahead 
Without New Finds 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — A Saudi 
Arabian newspaper m ustered Arab 
and Western experts today to warn 
that the world could face oil starvation 
unless W estern co u n tries reduce 
consumption and Arab countries find 
new reserves. 
M ahmoud 
Amin, 
a ssistan t 
secretary-general of the Organization 
of Arab Petroleum Exporting Coun­ 
tries, told the Arab oil producers they 
are being imprudent by emphasizing 
production without worrying about 
exploration. 
“ Although the total number of ex­ 
ploration wells has been decreasing, 
more production wells have been 
added. Production has been outpacing 
exploration, that is,” Amin wrote in 
OAPEC’s monthly news bulletin. His 
warning was reprinted by the Saudi 
Gazette, which is owned by Saudi 
businessman Aly Shobokshi. 
Between 1960 and 1974, total reserves 
of OAPF.C crude oil increased from 283 
billion barrels to 389 billion, or an in­ 
crease of 106 billion barrels. Amin 
said. But during that period, 46 billion 
barrels were pumped, making the net 
additional reserves only 60 billion 
barrels. 
Meanwhile, the total number of 
exploration w ells in the OAPEC 
countries steadily declined, according 
to official figures, from 134 in 1970 to 


101 in 1971,67 in 1973 and 60 in 1974. But 
production wells increased from 419 in 
1970 to 520 wells by 1974. 


“ It is the duty of constantly ex­ 
panding Arab national oil companies 
to maintain a balanced petroleum 
industry, upon which the economies of 
the 
Arab oil producing 
countries 
solely, or at least largely, rest,” Amin 
added. 
The Saudi newspaper also called 
attention to a report in late January by 
the 
O rganization 
for 
Econom ic 
Cooperation and Development which 
said that if current energy policies 
persist, the industrialized countries by 
1985 will be importing 35 million 
barrels of oil a day and the rest of the 
noncommunist world will be buying 
about 5 million barrels. 
The OECD, which is made up of the 
United 
States 
and 
23 
other 
in­ 
dustrialized non-Communist countries, 
reported that the Arabs and other oil- 
exporting countries could probably 
produce 50.5 million barrels daily by 
then. But the Saudi Gazette pointed out 
that the report also said the Arabs' 
concern about depletion of their only 
m ajor resource and their inability to 
absorb vast revenues from oil sales 
w ithout harm ing their econom ies 
would 
intensify pressure 
to limit 
production.

WASHINGTON (AP) - There is a 
room in the White House complex now 
that looks like a bookie joint. Or maybe 
one of those potboiler operations where 
telephone pitchmen sell stock in the 
Brooklyn Bridge. 
It is the heart of Dial-a-President, or 
“Ask President C arter” as it’s called, 
the two-hour period 
Saturday af­ 
ternoon when you can get on the 
telephone and talk with Jimmy Carter 
about whatever bugs you. 
Banks of telephones are at one end of 
the room, complicated electronics 
equipment at the other. And in the 
center, like Zeus, sits Emerson Stone, 
his finger on the wipe-out button. 
P resident 
C arter 
and 
W alter 
Cronkite, the two voices on the White 
House end of the radio talk show, will 
not be in the mission control center in 
the Old Executive Office Building. 
They will be in the Oval Office, seated 
before microphones and a television 
set that flashes the caller’s name and 
its pronunciation. 
Cronkite’s major role will be to say 
“The toll-free number to call is 900-242- 
1611.” (Yes, ifs a 900 area code — the 
first). He will also act as the talk show- 
host, gently easing off the verbose and 
redundant and keeping things moving. 
He can ask follow-up questions. 
Emerson Stone’s role will be dif­ 
ferent. When the show goes on the air 
at 2 p.m. EST, his finger will be poised 
over a silvery button, ready to strike if 
the language gets saltier than hell and 
damn.

Nearly all of a 225,000 rise in 
persons out of work in February 
“ reflected increased layoffs, probably 
the result of energy shortages," the 
la b o r Department said.

The la b o r D epartm ent’s monthly 
employment report showed that the 
main reason for the rise in unem­ 
ployment was an unusually large in­ 
crease in the nation’s labor force, up 
630,000 to a total of 96.1 million. 
A lab o r Department analyst said 
this partly resulted from a statistical 
correction for January when the size of 
the labor force dropped by 440.000 at 
the same time that the overall jobless 
rate declined from December’s 7.8 per 
cent to 7.3 per cent.

seasonally adjusting jobs figures 
probably distorted the reported figures 
on the decline in January and the in­ 


crease in February in the size of the la­ 
bor force. After discounting the big 
January decline and the February 
increase, he said the actual increase in 
the labor force since December was 
about 200,000. 


Total employment rose more in 
February than unemployment. The 
lab o r Department said there were 
400,000 more jobs during the month for 
a total of 89 million, a total increase of 
2.5 million above a year earlier. 


Unemployment increased by 225,000 
to a total of 7.2 million, following a 
decrease of more than half a million in 
January. 
The labo r Department said there 
was a decline in the number of long­ 
term unemployed so that the average 
duration of unemployment fell from 
15.5 weeks in January to 14.7 weeks in 
February, the lowest in 21 months.

The bitter cold winter in Ohio and 
most of the east may signal a w arm er 
sum m er and fall than normal and 
could mean fewer severe storms, 
according to a 
National 
Weather 
Service meteorologist. 
Marvin 
Miller, 
meteorologist 
in 
charge of the Cleveland forecast office 
of the weather service said his guess is 
based on climatological study and is by 
no m eans a finn prediction 


"In eight or IO years, the mean 
temperature will not vary more than 
1.4 degrees from the average for the 
year,” he said. 


So far this year. January was 16 
degrees below normal in Ohio and 
February was about three degrees 
below normal. "When you start adding 
this up...ti we re starting off so lur 
behind as we have, at some point later 
in the year, this very great deficit has 
to be made up,” he said. 


"I feel quite strongly that 
the 
climatological end of this will be made 
up to a large extent during the sum m er 
and fall, which would then indicate we 
will have a warmer than nonnal 
sum m er and warmer than normal 
fall." 


If this is the case. Miller said, "By 
Ix ing w arm er, it would indicate there 
probably would be more sunshine," 
meaning a possibility of fewer storms. 
Miller’s speculation is not shared b> 
Bred Ostby, deputy director of the 
weather service storm forecast center 
in Kansas City.

weather season do not pinpoint much 
of a relationship between the two," he 
said. But he added, "W e’ve never 
really had anything to compare with

Ohio is well behind its tornado tally 
of last year.

The 44 
tornadorelated deaths in 1976 was the 
lowest recorded since 1916. 
And the tornadoes did not follow 
norm al p attern s. Severe storm s 
cropped up in unexpected places while 
the traditional tornado states were 
relatively quiet. 
Colorado had 42 tornadoes and North 
Dakota 52. Both figures were more 
than the total recorded in the three 
tornado belt states of Kansas, Missouri 
and Iowa.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - “You’re 
poisoning people for a dollar bill,” 
farm er Ronald Thomas said, fighting 
back the tears as his voice broke when 
he told legislators his son had been 
poisoned with the chemical PBB. 
Thomas then broke down in sobs as 
he told the state House Public Health 
Committee Thursday that the PBB- 
contaminated grain fed to his dairy 
herd caused his 4-year-old so n ’s 
enlarged liver and spleen. 
“ I don’t know what’s going to happen 
to him, but if anything does there’s 
going to be all kinds of hell to pay in 
this state,” warned the 43-year-old 
dairy farm er from Gregory. 
“ My wife is having trouble with her 
vision, and I’m so tired it takes me all 
day and all night to do my chores,” he 
said. 
Thomas was among a group of 
farm ers who told legislators of bizarre 
illnesses which struck their families 
after their livestock ate feed con­ 
tam inated with PBB, polybrominated 
biphenyl, a fire retardant. 
The accidental contamination oc­ 
curred in 1973 at the Battle Creek plant 
of the Michigan Farm Bureau Services 
when bags were mixed up and workers 
thought they were putting a food ad­ 


ditive in the feed. 
The farm ers urged passage of a bill 
sponsored by state 
Rep 
Francis 
Spaniola to lower the perm itted levels 
in animal products from the current 
300 parts per billion to 20 parts per 
billion. 
They detailed symptoms ranging 
from diarrhea to swollen joints that 
occurred since the 1973 PBB con­ 
tamination. Many said their herds’ 
contamination levels were within so­ 
called “ sa fe ” sta te and federal 
guideline levels. 
Medical studies in the past have 
registered PBB in milk from new 
mothers, and a controversial state- 
sponsored study by Dr. Irving Selikoff 
cited possible links between PBB and 
human illnesses. 
In another part of lansing, mean­ 
while, a group called the Young 
Farm ers Committee held a news 
conference to warn of the economic 
effects on Michigan farm ers if the 
PBB levels are lowered. 
At the 
legislative 
hearing, 
one 
farm er passed around a pasty, red­ 
dish-gray cow liver in a plastic bag. He 
said it was from a cow that had PBB 
within the current allowed levels. If it 
were healthy, it would be a dark red

In fact, efforts are planned in 
both houses to eliminate the proposed 
$50 rebates and replace them with a 
perm anent across-the-board tax cut. 


Various committees in Congress are 
already at work, spelling out how the 
$13.8 billion in tax cuts and $3.5 billion 
in spending hikes should be divided. 
As envisioned by congressional 
budget-writers, the program would 
include the rebates, a small per­ 
manent tax cut for 45 million couples 
and individuals, and a variety of public 
works and public jobs projects. It also 
would provide $200 million to help 
needy Americans pay fuel bills this 
winter. 


Rep. R obert G iaim o, D-Conn., 
chairm an of the House Budget Com­ 
mittee, predicts that approval of such 
a program would create one million 
jobs this year and cut employment 
from January’s 7.3 per cent to 7 per 
cent without increasing inflation. 
In adopting the amendments to this 
year’s budget, the House and Senate 
agreed to raise federal spending for 
the 12-month period to $417.5 billion. 
That would mean a deficit of $69.8 
billion.

CINCINNATI (AP) — A leader of the 
American Importers Association 
(AIA) said he expects union pressure 
on President Carter to restrict imports 
will be intense.

You still hear her songs on the ra­ 
dio, but you’d hear a lot more except 
That she didn’t have much in the can 
when she died. 
“ She was one of the first to cross 
over (into the pop field). Her records 
aren’t dated; there’s not that much 
difference from what you hear today.

She had mass appeal — more than 
just country.” 
Dick, who remarried in 1965 and 
divorced in 1972, was supposed to be on 
the ill-fated flight.

There are some observers of

energy

In the short term, 
certainly. But prices of oil, gas 
and electricity already are 
rising and the regulators offer 
nothing to prevent a con­ 
tinuation of price escalation 
for the future. 
Promoting an end to fuel 
scarcity is the answer, not 
perpetuating the 
conditions 
which brought it about. 


Ambition Triumphs 


Few men have gone so far on so 
little. He was William Henry Harrison, 
He had a long friendly face and watery 
blue eyes. He combed his hair forward. 
Harrison had a ton of ambition and a 
gram of talent. 
He was bom in Charles City County, 
Virginia, on Feb. 9, 1773. Three years 
later, his father, Benjamin Harrison, 
signed the Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence. His son was to be granted 68 
years and 2 months to do something 
with his life. 
Part of it was given to a mediocre 
education. At 14, William Henry was 
sent to Hampden-Sidney College. He 
didn’t like it. At 17, he decided to study 
medicine in Richmond. At 18 he quit 
school and joined the army to fight 
Indians. 
He didn’t distinguish himself. 
William Henry Harrison said that his 
unquenchable ambition was to be a 
general. He left the army a lieutenant. 
At the age of 22, he was unemployed. 
So he married Anna Symmes. This

was one of his good moves. It was not 
one of hers. His father asked Henry 
Clay to patronize the boy. When he was 
27, William Henry was appointed 
governor of the territory of Indiana. 
President John Adams ordered 
Harrison to do two incompatible 
things: (I) Be friendly with the Indians 
and give them justice; (2) get land 
from the Indians. The new governor 
forced the Indians to cede 2 million 
acres of land to the Great White 
Father. 
This angered Tecumseh, chief of the 
Shawnee, and he declared war on the 
whites. He camped in his lodges at 
Tippecanoe on the Wabash. William 
Henry decided to be his own general. 
He attacked with 1,000 militia, lost 108, 
won the camp and went home. 
Tecumseh returned and retook it. 
Harrison 
wrote 
a 
report 
for 
Washington, making Tippecanoe 
sound like the Battle of Trafalgar. In 
his quarters, he plotted a war against 
all Indian tribes.

NEW YORK (AP) - If present 
trends continue, Americans will 
receive more than $6 billion in cents- 
off coupons this year, delivered to 
them by their newspapers and 
magazines, in the mail and on products 
themselves. 
Two-thirds of American households 
are said to be interested in coupons. At 
least 45 billion of the certificates are 
expected to be distributed this year 
and, depending on the definition, 
maybe even 70 billion. 
While only a small percentage of 
these will find their way back to the 
issuer, the amount of money returned 
to customers won’t be small. I^ast year 
it came to around $300 million, based 
on an average redemption value of 14 
cents. 
The poor save coupons, but the rich 
apparently do so more assiduously. 
Children save them from product 
boxes. Coffee-drinkers save them, and 
recently were still getting 40 cents off 
on the instant product. 
Newspaper readers are exposed to 
them as is no other group. I^ast year, 
according to A. C. Nielson Co. Clearing 
House, 74 per cent of all coupons were 
delivered by newspapers, sometimes 
in whole pages of coupons worth $1.75. 
In truth, America has become a 
nation of coupon clippers, with more 
than 200 distributed for every man, 
woman and child, and a total of more 
than 2 billion redeemed in a year. 
Do retailers like them? Some don’t, 
of course, but others look upon them as 
a source of income. At a handling fee of 


5 cents a coupon, large supermarkets 
might take in $250 a day for redeeming 
5,000 coupons. 
Some retailers also offer their own 
coupons. The 45 billion estimate is for 
manufacturers only. Add in those 
offered by retailers, says Dan Pratt, 
an authority, and the total might come 
to 70 billion. 
P ratt’s company, Marketing Cor­ 
poration ofAmerica, is the largest 
distributor via newspapers. As vice 
president, Pratt convinces IO or 15 
separate m anufacturers to offer 
coupons on a single newspaper page. 
The full-page advertisement is then 
run in 156 different newspapers with a 
combined circulation of 33.6 million. If 
readers redeemed all coupons on a 
single page they would receive 
discounts of $1.75. 
Seldom is this the case. Eighty per 
cent of households might be interested 
in coffee discounts, but the per­ 
centages drop off sharply for other 
products that, as he puts it, have a 
lower “repeat purchase rate.” 
The highest redemption rate of any 
type of coupon is the “on package” at 
17 
per 
cent. 
Direct 
mail, 
hurt 
somewhat by high postage costs, 
scores 12 per cent, magazines 3^, and 
Pratt’s program about the same. 
However, the vast distribution af­ 
forded by newspapers results in a 
greater share of the coupons sent in for 
redemption. The highest redemption 
rate — not total — of other types is 
because they are more directly aimed 
at specific customers.

He was still playing soldier when 
Washington ordered him to lead troops 
to the rescue of General William Hull. 
The general was under siege by the 
British at Detroit. Although William 
Henry was in Indiana, presumably 
headed for Detroit on the double, he 
waited for some friends to make him a 
major general of the Kentucky militia 
before he moved. 
By the time Harrison was ready, 
Hull had surrendered. Still he usurped 
command from General 
Jam es 
Winchester and led his force toward 
the British. The Great White Father 
began to see the Harrison not only did 
nothing well, he was a sort of menace. 
He was appointed a brigadier 
general and ordered to find food and 
clothing for his little army. 
He 
disobeyed. Harrison led his men into 
battle. His tactic was to break his 
brigade into three wings, allowing the 
English to pick them off one at a time. 
When the War of 1812 was over, 
subordinate officers raised questions 
about Harrison’s bravery. The army 
stopped the gossip by retiring the 
Virginian as a major general. 
He farmed near Cincinnati, but 
found it dull. His statesman friend, 
Henry Clay, got him into the Senate. In 
all matters political, Harrison begged 
Clay for guidance. 
Clay decided to seduce his prodigy 
out of the country. Harrison became 
American Minister to Colombia. One 
of the things he was told was not to 
take sides in a revolution. 
A revolution was going on. Harrison 
watched it carefully, and took sides 
against Simon Bolivar. Six months 
after he left Washington, he was back 
— lucky to be alive. 
In 1840, William Henry Harrison 
decided to run for president. The 
Whigs had three choices: 
Daniel 
Webster, Henry Clay or Harrison. 
Daniel Webster withdrew. This left 
Harrison pitted against his mentor, 
Clay. 
Harrison knew that Clay was a giant 
of a statesman. He told his friends he 
would have no compunction fighting 
him across the nation. The city 
political machines knew that Clay 
would not deal with them, so they 
threw their support to Harrison and his 
running mate, John Tyler. 
They pictured William Henry as a 
war hero: “Tippecanoe and Tyler 
Too.” He was elected by apathetic 
voters. Harrison was sworn in as 
President of the United States on 
March 4th, 1841. In one month he died 
of pneumonia. 
It was one of the few things that 
Harrison did well.. . 


Witch Claims

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Civil Rights Commission will make a 
preliminary ruling this month on a 
Coshocton woman’s complaint that she 
was fired from a restaurant job 
because she’s a witch, a spokesman 
said today. 
William Betcher, director of the 
commission’ southeast regional office, 
said he will made a determination 
before the end of March concerning the 
complaint of Mrs. Billie Selph, who 
calls herself Lady Astarte. 
Betcher said a preliminary in­ 
vestigation is being made into the 
complaint, filed Jan. 12 against Andy’s 
on the Hill restaurant in Coshocton. 
That action could result in the com­ 
plaint being satisfactorily adjusted, 
the case being closed because it is not 
warranted or in a full commission 
investigation. 
Mrs. Selph alleges that she lost 
her 
job 
because 
of 
religious 
discrimination. 
However, restaurant manager Earl 
Remy said Mrs. Selph was hired as 
temporary help for the holiday rush 
period and was laid off after that 
period. 
“I didn’t know a thing about her 
being a witch while she worked here,” 
Remy said. 
Betcher said Mrs. Selph has also 
filed a complaint with the federal 
Equal 
Employm ent 
Opportunity 
Commission, but that agency does not 
obtain jurisdiction until after the 
state’s initial determination.

I have had fever of one or two 
degrees above normal for many 
months. It’s so frustrating to go from 
doctor to doctor and not be able to find 
out once and for all what csures this. Is 
there any hospital or doctor who is a 
specialist in this kind of a problem? 
Mr. H.U., Calif. 
Dear Mr. U.: 
Fever of unknown origin is per­ 
plexing to patients and to physicians. 
There are few more difficult ex­ 
periences in the practice of medicine 
than the inability to establish the cause 
of unexplained fever. 
When first confronted by such a 
baffling problem, doctors consider all 
the possibilities and then proceed to 
rule each one out by detailed studies. 
Going “from doctor to doctor” only 
complicates the problem because no 
one physician is given sufficient time 
to uncover the cause of the fever. 
Infections are always prominent in 
the cause of sustained fever. The other 
conditions that must be considered are 
tumors (benign or malignant), typhoid 
fever, typhus, amoebic dysentery, 
rheumatic fever, rheumatoid arthritis, 
m alaria, liver disease, vascular 
diseases, lung disorders and a variety 
of intestinal problems. 
These conditions represent a frac­ 
tion of the long list of possibilities to be 
eliminated in determining the reasons 
for unexplained fever. 


A thorough search for the cause 
consists 
of 
intricate 
blood 
agglutination tests, sedimentation rate 
studies and bacteriological tests of the 
blood and urine. Bone marrow 
examinations, biopsies of glands and 
X-rays of the chest, the liver, the 
gallbladder and the intestinal tract can 
add crucial knowledge to the correct 
diagnosis. 
There is no hospital or doctor that 
specializes in unexplained fever. I 
suggest that you stay with 
one 
physician. Let him become the 
clearinghouse for 
consultations. 
Coordination between you and him is 
the key to tracking down such a puz­ 
zling body disorder. 


I notice that I get hoarse just before 
my menstrual period. Is there any 
explanation for this? 
Miss D. L., Maine 
Dear Miss L.: 
The pre-menstrual and menstrual 
phase may bring with it changes in 
body chemistry and accumulation of 
fluids in the tissues of the body. Just as 
other tissues, such as the breasts, may 
become engorged, so is it possible for 
the delicate covering of the vocal 
chords to be affected. This may ac­ 
count for your hoarseness. Have your 
doctor check your larynx for other 
possible causes.

Blizzards whipped across the 
midwestern states of Minnesota, Iowa 
and the Dakota’s Nebraska. 
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Dear Editor: 
It is no news that there is a shortage 
of available energy in relation to the 
demands of consumers. How did this 
shortage develop and how can it be 
ended are questions that should con­ 
cern us. 
We must first understand the 
economic factors that govern all 
economic transactions—demand and 
supply. At present prices, consumption 
of energy ignores the real economic 
costs that should be borne by the 
energy user. While price increases 
that should have naturally occurred 
with the growing dependence on Arab 
oil in the late 60s were stopped, no 
innovation and technological advance 
in the energy area occurred. 
In essence, the effect of the general 
wage and price freeze of October 1970 
was to produce the energy shortage of 
October 1973. During these three 
years, the freeze served to thwart the 
natural 
expansion 
of 
energy 
production that could have been taking 
place. This fact, coupled with the 
ecology craze of 1968-72 period which 
held up the exploitation of the Alaskan 
oil finds caused a setback to con­ 
struction of a new refinery capacity 
and research and development of new 
energy sources. Can one really expect 
oil producers to lay out the kind of 
capital required for supply expansion 
while being limited to record low price 
levels and profits? 
The government meddles again with 
its controls and regulations. Much 
attention has been drawn to the oil 
industry for taking advantage of the 
energy shortage for the purpose of 
increasing profits. Is it a crime for oil 
producers to take advantage of the 
shortage that 
not they 
but 
the 
government has created to increase 
their profits? 
The real question at hand is not how 


to limit oil producers profits but rather 
how to free the marketplace of con­ 
ditions that make shortages common 
place. Rationing, raising gas taxes and 
other regulations are not the answer. 
The solution is to allow prices and 
profit to rise. Then supply can meet 
demand, energy users will pay the 
market price of their action and new 
supplies can be developed. 
Let’s allow the principles of 
economic freedom to work for us 
without allowing government in­ 
tervention.

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Plastics Use 
In New Cars 
To Increase 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) - Plastics, 
brought into use on cars initially as a 
money-saving m aterial, now has 
become valuable in reducing weight 
and will result in lot more plastic in 
autos, a tiremaker says. 


Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., which 
manufactures a number of fiberglass, 
plastic, urethane and rubber auto 
parts as well as tires, predicts there 
will be twice as much plastic in new 
cars by 1985. 


And perhaps as early as 1980, four 
out of IO autos will have so-called soft 
front and rear ends that won’t dent or 
scratch, 
said 
Floyd 
Melbry, 
Goodyear’s engineered products chief. 


Doors, 
hood, 
trunk lid, 
axle 
housings, drive shafts and suspension 
components ultimately will be made of 
reinforced plastic or methane, Melbry 
predicted in a recent interview. 
I>eaf springs now of steel and 
weighing about 28 pounds also will be 
made of plastic and will weigh only 
five pounds, he said. 


Cost is the chief current barrier, 
along with various technological 
hurdles, but they will be overcome 
because there is a compelling reason 
to do so, sa;i Melbry. 
Melby said that the new federal gas- 
mileage standards can be met only by 
reducing car weight drastically and 
plastics will be the way to do it. 
Plastics also have the advantage of 
not corroding and some types will 
bounce back from minor collisions, 
said Melbry, also noting their ability to 
be molded into shapes impossible in 
metal stamping. 
And he said that assembly time and 
the number of pieces involved can be 
reduced by using molded plastic parts 
for such things as grill and headlight 
panels. 
The over-all result is expected to be 
a 12 per cent rate of annual growth in 
plastics for automotive use, he said. 
He said that means the 150 to 200 
pounds of plastic components in 
today’s cars will total 250 to 300 pounds 
by the turn of the decade and 350 to 500 
by 1985.

Mrs. Niehous identified Carlos lanz 
Rodriguez as leader of the men who 
drugged and took her husband from 
their suburban Caracas home Feb. 27, 
1976. 
The four men captured with I^mz 
Rodriguez also were recognized by- 
Mrs. Niehous as having participated in 
the kidnaping, the paper said.

Two bodies have been found in 
Anderson Township in Hamilton 
County. The body of Dorothy Sullivan 


was found with a slit throat in a gravel 
pit last Aug. 28. while another murder 
victim Mary Ruth Hopkins was found 
last June 30, in a wooded area. She had 
been strangled according to police. 
“ These are all fresh cases, not four 
or five years old, which occurred in the 
southwest Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky 
area," Cleveland said. 
He declined to speculate whether all 
the victims might have known each 
other or might have been killed by the 
same person.

PITTSBURGH (A P) - Three power 
companies that wanted to force 
Westinghouse Electric Corp. to honor a 
contract to supply uranium at one- 
fourth its current cost have settled in­ 
stead for cash, equipment and advice. 
The difference between the con­ 
tracted price of $9 a pound and the 
present price of about $40 a pound 
would have cost Westinghouse an 
estimated $2 billion over the next 20 
years. 
Westinghouse still faces suits from 
24 utilities in Virginia and Sweden. 
Those cases have not yet been heard. 
Allegheny County Judge I. Martin 
Wekselman, who mediated the set­ 
tlement and announced it Thursday, 
said the economy of southwestern 
Pennsylvania had been spared a se­ 
vere blow. 
“ The people affected by this case 
were not just stockholders and 
chairmen 
of 
corporate 
boards. 
Thousands of citizens’ jobs and the 
interests of all consumers of energy 
were at stake,” said Wekselman. 
Duquesne Light, Ohio Edison and 
Pennsylvania Power companies had 
asked the county court to force 
Westinghouse to provide uranium for 
their power plants at the price con­ 
tracted for in the mid-1960s. 
Westinghouse had declared it was 
relieved of contractual obligations 
because unforeseen market conditions 
pushed the cost up to about $40 a 
pound. 
Under the agreement, the giant 
electric equipment maker will give the 
utilities cash, products and technical 
advice instead.

Decency 
Rally Held 
In Columbus 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A woman 
at the “Ohioans for Decency” rally in 
porno king I,arry Flynt’s home town 
thrust her Bible up to block the photo­ 
graph of a nude man being held behind 
her by counter protesters. 


She and the other rally participants 
on the Ohio Statehouse steps Thursday 
were urging an end to pornography 
and obscenity—including, apparently, 
Michelangelo’s rendering from the 
Vatican’s Sistine Chapel. 


The photo of the classic painting — 
carefully masked to conceal Adam’s 
genitals — was held by a supporter of 
H ustler 
m agazine, 
who 
joined 
magazine employes and 
publisher 
Flynt’s wife and brother at the rally. 


The B ible-toting, hym n-singing 
supporters of Ohioans for Decency 
were asked to circulate petitions 
calling for an “ immediate crackdown 
on organized crime and the traffic in 
pornography” by Atty. Gen. William 
Brown. 


"The problem with pornography is 
that ifs sold by the hogs and pigs of our 
society," Charles Keating, former 
m em ber of the President’s Commis­ 
sion on Obscenity and Pornography, 
told about 300 persons at the rally. 
"Only I’m w illing to put the boot to the 
hogs." 


Keating, a Cincinnati attorney, is an 
outspoken critic of the presidential 
commission’s report which opposes 
the suppression of pornography. 


He drew cheers from supporters and 
a boo from Jimm y Flynt, copublisher 
of Columbusbased Hustler, when he 
called himself an “educated, sophis­ 
ticated m an" and not an “ illiterate" 
because of his position.

EPA Chief Testifies 
On O hio Proposals 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — “I’ve 
been here so much I almost feel like a 
resident,” George R. Alexander told 
legislators during one of his many trips 
to Ohio to urge adoption of an air 
quality compliance plan. 
Alexander, Midwest adm inistrator 
of the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency, appeared before House and 
Senate committees Wednesday. 
Testifying before the House Energy 
and 
E nvironm ent 
C om m ittee, 
Alexander urged legislators to en­ 
courage the use of high sulfur Ohio 
coal and still find ways to meet sulfur 
dioxide emission standards. 
‘‘I would like to see the legislature 
encourage the use of our (Ohio’s) 
natural resources. There could be a 
heck of a lot more Ohio coal used than 
is now.” 
Utilities “could be burning 18 per 
cent more Ohio coal right now than 
they are now” and still come within air 
quality standards if they follow EPA 
recommendations for removing sulfur, 
he said. 
He stressed that nearly half of Ohio’s 
industry already complies with the air 
quality stan d a rd s “ w ithout doing 
anything.” 
A lexander cautioned legislators 
about dependence on western low 
sulfur coal. 
“Of 25 investor-owned utilities (in 
the state), six of them find it more 
expensive to use low sulfur coal from 
the West,” he said, noting the cost of 
about $32 per ton of low sulfur coal is 
double the cost of Ohio coal. 
State officials say they are working 
on another plan for submission to the 
EPA, to replace one tossed out by a 
federal

CI.EVEI.AND (AP) - While the 
w eather has become almost balmy in 
recent days, a U.S. Coast Guard officer 
says the ice situation in the Great 
I^kes has entered “the critical peri­ 
od... 
“ W e’re 
keeping

crossed,” said Chief I^arry Pierce of 
the Coast G uard’s Ice Navigation 
Center here. 
Two Coast Guard vessels — the Kaw 
and the Arundel — were damaged in 
the last week trying to break up heavy 
ice off Grand River, east of Cleveland. 
Those vessels and the cutter Bramble, 
which went to the Arundel’s aid, 
reported ice rafting 14 to 15 feet thick, 
with one section estimated to be 30 feet 
thick. 
M eanw hile, with the th re a t of 
flooding on Grand River easing, the 
Coast Guard called off the icebreaking 
effort there. 
Rafting occurs when the ice starts 
breaking up into sheets. When the 
weather shifts, winds stack the sheets, 
which freeze together. 
In addition to the Kaw and the 
Arundel, two other vessels — the 
M ariposa and the M ackinaw — 
currently are sidelined for repairs, 
although the Mackinaw was reported 
ready to move out on two hours’ notice 
from Sturgeon Bay, where generator 
repairs were being made.

CINCINNATI (A P) - G randpa 
Knight's Cafe Grano is not Millard 
Knight’s first invention, but it couldn’t 
have come at a more opportune 
moment.

“ I served it to some of my friends 
before telling them what it was and 
they couldn’t tell the difference.” 
Grandpa Knight got the idea from 
his recollections of the Depression 
during the 1930s. 
“We had no money and I used to 
watch my mother making a substitute 
for coffee,” he said. “ My mother and I 
were very close. We were alike. 
Tet Finding 
No Surprise 
To Doctor 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Cincinnati 
Health Commissioner Arnold I Jeff was 
“not .surprised” to learn that the U.S. 
E nvironm ental Protection Agnecy 
(EPA) found measurable amounts of 
carbon tetrachloride in the Ohio River 
even before the two recent spills of the 
chemical. 
“ We’ve known it’s been in drinking 
water at relatively low levels of five to 
IO parts per billion for a couple of 
years,” he said Thursday. 
Since last January the chemical has 
been found in Cincinnati tap water in 
quantities ranging from 60 to 84 parts 
per billion, according to U.S. Rep. 
Thomas A. Luken, D-Ohio. 
The federal government has not yet 
set standards limiting the amount of 
carbon tetrachloride that can be safely 
ingested by humans. 
I>eff called 50 parts per billion “an 
indicator of clear problems.” 
But he noted, “even at IOO or 200 
parts per billion or maybe even more 
(for short time spans), it is very 
unlikely that there would be any acute 
toxic effect.” 
“All we know is that we have been 
exposed on more than one occasion to a 
tap water test of over 60 parts per 
billion,” Luken said. 
The chemical has been known to 
cause cancer in animals, but at one 
time, I>eff said, it was used as a 
medication.

Rescuers, wary of a possible cave-in in 
the four-foot escape passage they were 
carv in g , today tediously chipped 
through a 50-foot wall of coal to reach 
an imprisoned miner. 
They hoped to free him tonight. 
Federal officials ordered an oil 
derrick-type drill flown in from Utah to 
further the search for seven other 
men, whose fate and whereabouts are 
unknown. 
As rescuers inched sideways toward 
him from a nearby tunnel at the rate of 
one foot an hour. Ronald Adley, 37, 
waited a mile inside a 400-foot moun­ 
tain in the heart of Pennsylvania’s 
hard coal region north of Harrisburg. 
Told to keep still, he perched atop a 
shattered timber in the 10-foot by 10- 
foot chamber. The chamber, larger 
than it was thought at first, slants 
upward at a 45-degree angle from the 
main tunnel. 
“He’s in good shape. He’s in good 
spirits,” said Robert Barrett, ad­ 
m inistrator of the federal Mining 
E nforcem ent 
and 
Safety 
Administration. 
His plug of tobacco handy, Adley 
munched on sausage and sipped hot 
coffee periodically piped to him in 
cylinders along a narrow hole.

NEW YORK (AP) — The Paul 
Lindblad sale has been settled but the 
next round in the long-running feud 
between Oakland A’s owner Charles O. 
Finley and Baseball Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn may be just around the 
corner. 
Thursday night, several hours after 
Kuhn approved 
Finley’s 
recent 
$400,000 sale of relief pitcher lindblad 
to the Texas Rangers, the Oakland 
owner unleashed another name-calling 
attack on the commissioner and dared 
him via telegram to veto any of the A’s 
future deals. 
“I’m working on deals every day,” 
Finley told The Associated Press from 
his home in Chicago. “They might 
include players or they might include 
cash, it all depends. Nothing is im- 
miment, but you never know with 
baseball 
deals. 
I 
m ight 
have 
something in the next few days.” 
Meanwhile, reliever Jim Todd, one 
of 13 unsigned A’s, failed to reach a 
salary agreement with Finley and said 
the owner told him that any players 
who don’t sign will be traded. 
In approving the Lindblad sale, 
Kuhn said he was “seriously con­ 
cerned that there may be a plan, 
developing or developed, 
to sub­ 
stantially liquidate the established 
talent of the Oakland club.” 
He said he would “scrutinize with 
great care” any deals which involve 
substantial cash payments to the A’s 
and “will not hesitate to disapprove 
such assignments if I find that they are 
not in the best interests of baseball, 
and to take other action, either 
remedial or punitive, as the cir­ 
cumstances may warrant.” 
The decision was announced in a 
five-page release distributed by the 
commissioner’s office to the media as 
well as “to the Oakland club and every 
other major league club.”

Finley promptly fired off a lengthy 
telegram to Kuhn warning him that 
“any attempt by you to disapprove the 
sale or trade of a contract by Oakland 
made within the rules of baseball will 
be met by legal action once again filed 
against you.”

On M urders 


CINCINNATI (AP) - The Hamilton 
County coroner has called for a 
meeting next week of area law en­ 
forcement officers to pool information 
about 16 fairly recent unsolved mur­ 
ders of young women in the Greater 
Cincinnati area. 
Dr. Frank Cleveland said the 
meeting was called to see if the deaths 
are related. 
Invited are representatives of the 
Butler, Ham ilton, Clerm ont, and 
Clinton county sheriff’s departments, 
Cincinnati homicide squad, Ohio 
Bureau of Criminal Investigation, and 
northern Kentucky law enforcement 
officials and “ other people who have 
dealt with this kind of case," Cleveland 
said. 
“ I think it’s time we take a hard look 
and see what we can do to solve these 
cases,” he said. 
“ These are all fresh cases — not four 
or five years old — which occurred in 
the southwest 
Ohio, 
Indiana 
and 
Kentucky areas. 
“ All are the same general type 
cases, the majority of the victims were 
nude, without identification and 
dumped some place." 
Cleveland declined to speculate 
whether the victims knew each other, 
were drug users or were killed by the 
same person or persons. 
Representatives of the Clinton and 
Butler county sheriff’s departments 
met with Cincinnati homicide detec­ 
tives Wednesday to share information 
of their cases. 


Small City 
Aw aiting 
Carter Visit 


CLINTON, Mass. (A P) — President 
Carter won’t find the down home 
ambience of small Southern towns 
when he visits in this Massachusetts 
m ill town later this month for the first 
of his "meet-the-people” trips. 
But Clinton’s problems — unem­ 
ployment, inflation and racial issues — 
won’t be new to him. 


During his March 16-17 visit, he’ll 
participate in a St. Patrick’s Day 
celebration and witness a special town 
meeting staged for his benefit. He’ll 
also find a town hard-pressed by a slow 
economy, and a community troubled 
by racial friction. 


“ We’re a depressed area,” says 
Alan Jewett, chairman of the board of 
selectmen. He drives 35 miles daily to 
Boston for work. 
The dusty redbrick buildings which 
housed the largest gingham mill in the 
world in the 1880s still stand, but life 
here is no longer quite the same. 


More than 800 persons out of a work 
force of 10,000 are jobless — an eight 
per cent unemployment rate that is 
higher than either the state or national 
averages. Between 1973 and 1974, the 
town’s payrolls dropped from $30 
million to $23 million. 
For the most part, the town’s 
residents are Roman Catholic Irish, 
and at the end of the day the men like 
to relax over boilermakers at the bar 
of the Old Tim er’s restaurant off High 
Street.

RENO, Nev. (A P ) — Old fast draw 
champs never die, they just hang up 
their guns and make custom belt 
buckles to be sold in the United States, 
Japan, Yugoslavia and Canada. 
That’s what Robert W. “ B ill” Boyd, 
once called “ Fastest Gun Alive," is 
doing these days. He sells his fancy 
buckles around the world, and finds 
time to make some up for Hollywood 
movie stars. 
Like his fast draw career, Boyd just 
fell into the bucklemaking business 
and turned it into a money-maker. His 
Reno shop specializes in buckles, but 
does silver and gold inlay work on 
rifles, pistols, spurs and you name it. If 
you’ve got the money, Boyd has the 
product you want. 
He said persons around the globe are 
fascinated with the western movies 
still being shown on television, and 
provide an increasing market for his 
products. 
His buckles sell from $75 to $6,500, 
the latter being a huge job with four $20 
gold pieces and an opal. His specialty 
is setting gold and silver coins in fancy 
arrangem ents 
for 
buckles 
or 
bracelets, but he wouldn’t mind 
plating your hunting rifle with gold or 
silver. He just finished a pair of silver 
overlay spurs for actor Jock Mahoney. 
Boyd, 44, hung up his guns in 1966, 
but before that perfected the fast-draw 
to an art. He appeared on a number of 
television shows and in exhibitions 
around the country to demonstrate his 
skills. He used the "thumbing” method 
lo cock his Colt .44 and said he was one 
of only a few persons who could do it 


proficiently. 
“ Things started to change in the fast 
draw competition. People started 
fanning (with the palm) and putting 
spurs on the hammer, so I just decided 
it was time to get out." 
He gunned down actor Clint East­ 
wood a couple of times in I^as Vegas, 
and set some impressive records for 
speed, but decided to get into another 
line of work: the coin business. 
“ I wanted to start setting my coins in 
buckles and found out no one really did 
that kind of work, so I hired some 
craftsm en and started my own 
operation," he said.

OKLAHOMA CITY (A P ) - A 
controversial coal slurry pipeline bill 
will come up and committee chairman 
says the vote “ will be close as hell.” 
Rep. Charles Elder, D-Purcell, said 
following a lengthy public hearing on 
the bill Wednesday that his committee 
will meet at 9:30 a.m. Tuesday to vote 
on it. 


If Elder’s committee approves the 
bill, which already has been passed by 
the Senate, it will go to the House 
calendar. If a majority of the com­ 
mittee members oppose it, it will 
remain in the committee, and 
probably won’t come before the full 
House this session. 
A similar bill was killed by a House 
committee last year after being ap­ 
proved by the Senate. 
Elder said he believes members of 
the committee are divided just about 
evenly and "it looks to me like it will be 
close as hell.” 
During the public hearing Wed­ 
nesday, the bill's boosters said a 
pipeline would assure lower cost 
energy for state consumers, but foes 
warned that it would endanger the 
future of the railroad industry. 


Oklahoma utility companies argued 
for the bill and railroad spokesmen 
argued against it. 
The bill would give pipeline com­ 
panies the power of eminent domain, 
thus enabling them to acquire right of 
way.

Schonbrun says he’s one of the top 
three Scrabble players in the country 
— maybe in the world. I had no reason 
to doubt him after our game. In a few 
short minutes I learned the agony of 
defeat, losing by the indecently lop­ 
sided score of 485-141. 
I knew I was in trouble when he 
brought a chess timer to the rickety 
table, along with a battered Scrabble 
set and a dictionary that looked like it 
had been mauled by a bear. The chess 
timer, two wind-up clocks that work 
alternately to time each player, 
usually is set to give opponents 15 
minutes apiece. Exceed your time 
limit and each minute is worth IO 
points for your opponent. 
Schonbrun honed his skills in New 
York City, where several chess clubs 
cater to the Scrabble crowd. That’s 
where most of the top players are, he 
said. 
“ When I started, the good players 
were spotting me 150 or 175 points and 
still beating me,” he recalled. “ But I 
realized that I was good and I kept at 
it, and eventually I was the one giving 
the odds and winning. Just before we 
left New York, in 1970, no one wanted 
to play me.” 
Schonbrun, who admits he has 
hustled a few games with unsuspecting 
“ fish,” says the most he has won at 
Scrabble is $120. There is no official 
championship for the game, although 
there are some tournaments on the 
East Coast. 
Scrabble was created in 1931 by 
architect 
Alfred Butts. 
It 
was 
originally sold by friends 
before 
Selchow & Righter Co. of Bay Shore, 
N.Y., was licensed to market it in 1953 
Scrabble is played on a board of 225 
squares. Each player chooses seven 
lettered tiles from a pile of IOO, and the 
object is to spell words on the board, 
covering as many of the red, blue or 
yellow extra-point squares as possible 
to boost your score. 
Use of all seven tiles in one move — a 
bingo—means a 50-point bonus. The 
winner has the most points when all 
the tiles are gone. 
“ You have to know a lot of words,” 
said Schonbrun, a muscular, balding

man of middle age who works part 
time as a taxi dispatcher. “ You have to

Warnke, 57, a Washington lawyer, 
was an assistant secretary of defense 
Arbitration 
Plan Aired 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) - B.F. Goodrich 
has outlined a plan that would avert 
strik es by imposing binding a r ­ 
bitration as a last resort in contract 
disputes. 


But leaders of the United Rubber 
Workers, which last year staged a 
four-month strike against the rubber 
industry’s Big Four firms, say they’re 
against the plan. 


The Goodrich plan, which will be 
formally presented to the union at 
future regular meetings, was outlined 
by Peter J. Pestillo, vice president of 
employe relations. 


It is similar to a steel industry no­ 
strike agreem ent but it differs in some 
way. 


P estillo said the proposal was 
Goodrich’s alone and should not be 
sought on an industry-wide basis.
